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KNIGHT REPLIES TO CHARGES 


OF 


PRO GERMANISM 


To the Republican Voters of Lorain Counfyr- 


My attention has been called to an attack made 


upon me by one of the candidates for Congress in this 
district in a speech recently delivered in Elyria. In 
this speech I was arraigned on two counts. First, it 
was asserted that my patriotism was open to question 
because of an editorial on the sinking of the Lusitania 
that appeared in the Beacon Journal, and 


Secondly, that I "had defended Bernstoff who 


tried to incite Mexico to make war upon us and who 
had planned and schemed the blowing up and wreck- 
ing American factories." 


"As to the first proposition, I herewith reproduce 


the editorial in question, which will speak for itself r 


THE LUSITANIA TRAGEDY 


It matters not how much one may sympathize 


with Germany it is impossible to contemplate the 
Lusitania tragedy without a shudder of horror. In 
no other war have such things happened. In fact in 
any other war had such things happened the civilized 
world would have arisen to adopt means that would 
havemade it certain not to happen again. But now 
that most of the civilized (?) world is busy in cutting 
each others throats it leaves the United States as the 
only great power strong enough to take any-action 
that would be seriously regarded by those members of 
that high and ancient civilization that are now pro- 
ceeding to settle their differences under slaughter 
house rules with scant regard of what poor Mr. Bryan 
loves to talk about as preserving the peace of the 
world.

What then, if anything, is the duty of the United 


States in the premises? It strikes us that chairman 
Stone of the Foreign Relations committee has said 
at wit the most sensible thing that has emanated from 
Washington on the subject. Mr. Stone is a Democrat, 
but he does not belong to the Bryan school which 
would surrender all rights for the ease of an inglorious 
peace; But here is what Mr. Stone says about the 
matter: 


'Without expressing an opinion as to our rela- 


tions to this event or as to our duty in the premises, 
there are some facts we cannot overlook and are 
bound to consider. We cannot overlook the fact that 
the Lusitania ^as a British ship flying the British flag 
and subject at any time to be put into actual naval 
service-of the government Indeed, it is stated that 
at the time she was attacked she was carrying military 
reservists te England for service in the British army. 
True, there were American citizens aboard, but it 
must not be forgotten that they went aboard a bellig- 
erent ship with the full knowledge of the risk and af- 
ter being given warning by the German government. 
When on board a British vessel they were orf British 
soil. I am merely suggesting reasons why we should 
maintain our equilibrium and "not rock the boat" un- 
til we know what we are about9' 


However one may feel the common sense and 
ce of this utterance are inescapable. It is useless 


at this time to point out the fact that we had taken a 
firm stand against England's abrogation of die laws of 


nations affecting neutrals that the German reprisals 
of which this a part never would have happened. We 
did not take such a position. We allowed, 
with only a shallow protest, the belligerents 
to override practically all of the rights of neutrals and 
to establish slaughter house rules to prevail in the 
settlement of their differences. Consequently it 
seems to us that Senator Stone has expressed about 
all that can be sensibly said at the present time. We 
all deplore the great loss of life that has resulted from 
this wanton method of warfare but after we have al- 
lowed it to be established we see no reason why we 
should go to war with anybody at this time and over 
this incident, horrible as it is. As Senator Stone says 
Americans had full notice of what might happen and 
if they chose to take the risk that is hardly even a 
plausible reason why this country should plunge it- 
self into the horrors and miseries of war that the per- 
fectly crazy nations of Europe are enjoying to the full 
just now. 


We are sure that President Wilson will take that 


view of it, and if so he will be supported by the bet- 
ter and saner thought of the country, even that por- 
tion of it which has witnessed with grief and chagrin 
the weak foreign policy that has prevailed ever since 
the beginning of his administration." 


As to the second proposition, Akron Beacon 


Journal, May 10,1915, Count Bernstoff was never 
accused of trying to incite Mexico and to make war 
upon the United States, nor of wrecking American 
factories. If the young man making those charges 
knew anything of history or cared anything for the 
truth, he knew it was Zimmerman and not Bernstoff 
who was accused of the Mexican incident, and that 
the State department neither at that time nor since, 
has ever alleged Bernstoff was in any way a party to 
any of the alleged attempts to wreck American mu- 
nitions factories. 


On the contrary, it was welTknown and general- 


ly acknowledged at the time he was the one German 
who understood conditions here and made brave ef- 
forts to dissuade his country from the fool course that 
led it into war with us. The editorial in question was 
based upon an article in the New York Times, a paper 
certainly never accused of being friendly to Germany 
jvhich paid a tribute to his efforts to keep his country 
out of war with us. My editorial did not defend him, 
but merely paid a tribute to a brave man whom all the 
world, except possibly my accuser, now knows op- 
posed his government to the breaking point in its at- 
titude on submarine warfare and other questions af- 
fecting friendly relations with America. 


ONLY A DEMAGOGIC APPEAL TO 


PREJUDICES 


I presume the young man would have had me 


advocate mobbing a departing embassador with 
whom pur government personally found no fault 
But civilized nations do not find it necessary to adopt 
either the language, or the manners of a blackguard 
towards either die ambassadors or the nations they 
are about to fight.

As to the Lusitania incident I have this to say. 


1 have no apology to make for what I then said. It ap 
pears to me as sound and sensible now as then. <Jov- 
ernoc Cox in his Dayton News absolutely justi%d the 
sinking of the Lusitania. If any one canJafflSi my 
editorial other than horror and condemnation of the 
barbarous act, he can find what I neither felt nor said. 
But the argument of Mr. Smoyer's campaip is that 
because I criticised the present administration for its 
weak handling of foreign affairs that led to the war, 
and for striking down free speech, for muzzling the 
press, for assuming wholly unnecessary autocratic 
powers, under which the country, in the name of false 
patriotism was pillaged and plundered and a stagger- 
ipg burden left to future generations, I am not a pat- 
riotic American. Mr. Smoyer, therefore, must have 
approved of all these things.
